ANNUAL MEETING OF THE TOWN 
OF NELSON 
March 9, 1954 


The Town Meeting was called to order by the Moderator at 
Nelson in the forenoon and the following articles were acted 
upon. 


The town officers were not elected until Article 4 was 
acted on. The town voted to pay the road agent on an hourly 
basis as has been the custom in the past. Article 3 was then 
taken up and it was voted to elect the road agent rather than 
have the selectmen appoint one. 


The Town Officers were elected and duly sworn into office 
by the Moderator. 


It was then moved and seconded that the town raise the 
sum of $7,917.34 to defray town charges. 


Article 5 was passed over, ‘‘to see of the town would vote 
to buy a truck’’. 


Article 6. It was moved, seconded and voted that the town 
should raise the sum of $4500.00 for summer maintenance and 
$2500 for winter maintenance. $1000.00 of the summer main- 
tenance to be earmarked for the so-called Hancock road. 


Under Article 7 the town gave the selectmen the power to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


The town voted $100.00 for Old Home Day, $58.50 for 
Memorial Day, $80.00 for the Monadnock Region Association 
and $150.00 for the support of the Elliot Community Hospital. 


Under Article 10 the town raised the amount of $371.87 
for T.R.A. with the stipulation that the selectmen insist that 
the state send a competent man to do the work.

Articles 13, 14, 16, 18 and 19 were passed over. 


It was voted, under article 15, that the town raise the sum 
of $50.00 to maintain a town tump. (It was suggested that 
signs, per order of police, be posted. ) 


Under Article 17 the town voted to raise the sum of $50.00 
to straighten grave stones in the Nelson Cemetery. 


A sum of $50.00 was raised for Civil Defense under Article 
20. 


Article 20. It was voted that the chair appoint a committee 
for the purpose of directing repairs on the Town Hall and that 
the sum of money not to exceed $500.00 be raised for repair on 
said Town Hall. The committee appointed by the moderator 
included: Mr. Edward Murdough, Mr. Sheldon Barker and Mr. 
Rodger Tolman. 


It was voted, under article 22 that the town accept the 
article as read and raise the amount of $325.00 to pay on the 
trust fund. 


Under Article 28, it was voted that all speeches be limited 
to five minutes. 


A motion was made and seconded that the town suggest 
to the School Board that a Caucus be held before the annual 
School District meeting. 


A motion was made that the town suggest to the Selectmen 
that they try and consolidate the town report in an effort 
toward economy. 


A motion was made that the town suggest to the Selectmen 
that the minutes of the meeting as taken down by the town 
clerk be incorporated into the Town Report. 


A motion was made and seconded and voted that the 
meeting be adjourned.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


Nelson, like a great many communities in New Hampshire, 
is suffering from growing pains, so much so that the enrollment 
problem for the school year 1955-56 will be acute. 


This year, this problem was temporarily solved (as was dis- 
eussed in the March 1954 meeting) by obtaining two student 
teachers from Keene Teachers College to assist Mrs. Hastings. 
With 45 resident pupils in elementary school in September 1955; 
only two solutions to our over-crowded conditions seem possible. 
Kither 15 pupils must be transported to Harrisville on a tuition 
basis, and this would have to continue for years, or, an addition- 
al classroom must be constructed at Munsonville. 


It is no longer possible to obtain student teachers to assist 
at Munsonville and the over-crowding that would exist there 
is a danger not only to the health of the pupils but also to their 
educational development. 

A careful report has been prepared showing the grade 
enrollment in Nelson for the next six years. This report also 
presents a sketch of proposed additions and estimated costs for 
construction or tuition. Every citizen should study these pro- 
posals carefully and be prepared to discuss its solution realis- 
tically.
